States are often compelled to de that from ne-¬

cessity that they refuse to do from a sense of
justice. England ignores our nationality. She
is rapidly approaching that condition which
will tell with fearful effect on her material pros-¬

perity. Mr. McHebry, the author of the ' Cot
ton Trade," a work that has attained deserved
celebrity, has published in the Lund on Standard

letter in which he states that England will not
have a hale of cotton in her warehouses at the
end of the year, while there are twenty-si- x

tbousaud persons receiving charitable assist
ance, ia couseqatnci of the stoppage of her
voUon nulls. What England refused to do irom
jtasuoe in loot, sue may be compelled to do in
1864, to-w-it : recognise our nationality, in order
to get a supply ot cotton.

" struggle tor terse years. They have
been engaged m an experiment against the
physical well being of a large section of her
manufacturing interests. They have been try- ¬

ing to obtain a sufficient supply of cotton, under
the stimulus of high prices, from a, part of the
English posseasioiis. with which there "imrt
exist a commerce of baiter, but a triangular
trade, in which England is compelled to ex-

change her maautaotures for the precious met-
als, with which to pay for her imports of cotton
from India.

There cannot exist a middle

class in India while the ryot the actual culti- -

vator is reduced so low in condition that twe

and a half pence per day constitutes his wagas ;

while he is ground down between the Govern- ¬

ment, who is tho sole proprietor of the sou, and

a species of middleman, who lets aad sublets

the land, leaviDg, as the share of the cultivator,
an insignificant portion of tha produce. C.

Later from New Orleans.
We have New Orleans papers as late as the

28th rf May. The Era of that date gives the
following account of the recent destruction ot
eight steamboaU and two schooners : Motile
Tritasw.

At a few minutes before U o'clock last night
Hie broke out on board the steamer Black Hawk,
lying at the foot ot Bienville street, anal before
the flames conld be stayed, this, with seven
other steamers, and two small luggers or schoon- ¬

ers, were totally destroyed. In less than three
quarters of an hour after light was first seen on
tne Black Hawk, five steamers the Black
Hawk, New Orleans, Fawn, Time and Tide and
Belle Creole, apparently lashed together float- ¬

ed down the river one mass of fire. After get-¬

ting a quarter of a mile or so from the landing,
ait explosion occur'! on one of the boats from
some ammunition on board.

The Black Hawk was said to be loaded ready
to leave in the morning Ia consequence of the
high rates of steamboat stock at present, the
loss will prove quite heavy, probahly as much
as $200 .000.

The Capture ef ttse Water Wl'ch.
The Savannah Hews gives the fallowing particulars

if the capture of the Water Witch :

When within thirty yards of th Yankee snub' at
the party la bailed "Boat abov who goes thersf sings
out the watching sentry. Runaway negroes, amvefB
the lamented Mo,e. Nearer and yet nearer hurry ou
tbe barges, aod soon ih-t- r her dc leader, iu answer,
cried out, " Wt are rebola, three cheers, men, aod mount
tb sto&msr.'' A perfect veil resounded in it. .t mid
ulght btiur, and the Coufedetates were soon on the deck
of the Water Wl'0'1, dealing death and shedding their
noble blood. The heavy netting of tbe gunboat, rued
to oi e vent boarding, was cut lu parts, and tbe Yankees
afTrlghled by the Confederate yeo, stood together ia the
bow of the boat hring dswn the deck. ilovever, thern
were some brave among them, and these outasted, in
hand to hand encoun;er, the possession of the pr.ze.
The officers of the Water Witch fought with alnaoa:
perfect ttesperation. Pistols were dred off aud then
used as cubs Sabres cu: an! gas bad heads aud arms,
and tb struggle was for life.

Barly its the conies', the impetuous oommauder, Lieut.
Pelot, was Lhot the heart, and tbe faithful pilot
Cloaca was killed before be left his barge. Bat nothing
daunted th brave Confederates. The command was
now devolved on Lieut, Pi Ice, ami, reassured, tney beat
tna Yankees into surrender, at a tline, ice, when the
latter outnumbered us It was, perhaps, one of the
most daring enterprise of the war. Not one of our offi-

cers escaped without having his ciothiug riddled. Lieut.
Price is very badly bruised and cnt about his bead, by
th buta of pistols. Ho also received a vary severe
shot in tbe side, and Inju les In the thigh. At one time
be was well nigh overpowered by superiur numbers
nnderthe exhaustion ot these wounds but just thou a
gallant seaman came to his relief, and tie soon recovered
aod again entered the contest. Our navy, to a man. re
fleeted 'he Ligbeat credit upon itself, aud the country
will aver bear in lasting remembrance and gratitude ita
courageous expl -- its.
